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'About the Year 668. by means of Theodore, alearned Greekifk 
-Monk of Tarſus, whom Pope Yitalian had ordained Biſhop of 
Canterbury, the Greek, and Latin Tongue, with other Liberal Arts, 
as' Arithmetick, Xuſich,, Aſffrenomy, &c. began firſt to flouriſh 
among the Saxons, faith Alton. 

About the Year 89g. King Alfred, through the Perſiyaſton of 
Monk Neotus, made Oxford a publick Univerfity, and appointed 
Maintenance tor the Profeſſors of Learning there, Geor. Lilins in 
Chron. Bret. 

Further, I ſay, -that if all Heatheniſh, Obſcene, Laſcivious and 
Unprofitable Books were decryed, whole tendency is to Deprave, 
Spoil, Corrupt and Debauch Youth, and all Honeſt, Uſeful and 
Profitable Books were faithfully tranſlated into Engliſh, the Latin 
Trade need not be ſo magnified, which ſome Honeft and Wiſe in 
their Day had in their thoughts. But in as much as the learning of 
Languages are uſcful for the Management of Forreign TranſaRione, 
Negotiations and Correſpondence with other Nations, as before, 
1 ſpeak not againſt the ſame, nor againft Grammer, eontributing 
to the attainment thereof, only I give my judgment as followeth z 
and do wiſh : | 

I, That Grammers were not ſo tedious, finding that the great 
heap of Ru'e;, Exceptions, Criticifms and Nicities therein are a dif- 
couragement to many, and purſued by ethers, as the only Necefſa- 
rics, Sound, Uſeful, Sollid and Profitable Matter; being in the 
mean time neglefed, the Comments of Grammarians (faith 2. Fab, 
Ouintilian Infletat. lib. r.) are fo Ruffed with Impediments and 
Hindrances, as that they are fcarce well underſtood of the Compo- 
\ſers; *tis a Rule of knowing Hebricians, 227 19) Dx 
pTayny 17712 VF; that is, Let «mar alwayes teach his Schokary 
5na ſhort way. Further, Yoſſins faith in his Grammer, that the 
great heap of Rules are very hurtful to Children. 

2. It being that Grammer conſifts of Rules and Examples, I 
could wiſh that all-Examples therein' were ſound and ſavoury, that 
in reading thereof, nothing but what favours of, and encourages 
to a. virtuous courfe'pf living, might be inftilled into the Readers.

Terms gloricd in, as Predicable, Predicate, Predicament, Cate- 
cory, Categorick Propoſition, Hypothetick Propofition, Sylla- 
oiſm, Categorick Syllogiſm, Hypothetick SyNogifm, Rhetorical 
SyVogilm, Expofitory Syilogiſm, Rhetorical Induion, Logical 
InduRtion, Enthymem, a Rhetorical Enthymem, a Logical Enthy- 
mem, Dilemma, &s. And multitudes more which might be num- 
bred. The Papiſt Caſta»ew complains, That not only Youth, but 
he. himſelf was grievoully vexed with the multitudes of 
Terms and Diftin&tions, ' of which he gathered Thouſands : What 
Logick Choppers intend by theſe, I judge it no way uleful to ex- 
plain; herein they ſoar in the Foggy and Infeious Element of ſuch 
like Pagan Terms, above the. apprehenfion and comprehenſion of 
vulgar Capacities, gaining Repute and Admiration in the Breaſts 
of ſuch as are infeted with Antichriſtian Deluftons. 

Again, not only frivolous are the Terms of Ari/tetle and other 
Philoſophers, and Pagan Logicians, but tieir Opinions are abſurd 
and blaſphemous, as of their Magicks, Southſayings, Conjurings, 
caſting of Nativities; their DoQrine of the World's Eternity, 
that it was made of the Atoms of the Sun, of the Soul*s mortality, 


_ of the Tranſmigration of the Soul from one Body into another, of 


like Temperament and Quality: D#agoras denyed that there was a 
God; Protagoras doubted whether there was a God or no; Ari- 
ſeotle denyed the Providence of God ; Plato held out a Purgatory ; 
Perphyrins, an Encmy to Chriftian Religion, held out the worſhip= 
ping of Angels; Ariſtotle taught Free-Will; - Epicarns held that 
the Soul was Mortal; Ariſtippzs held, that Pleaſure was the chiefeft

ments. 

Adam, as he was the Wofkmanſhip of God, he liv'd, mov'd, 
and had his Beeing in God, his Thoughts, Words and Works, pro- 
duRs of that Life, into the which he was incorporated, fſayour'd 
of that Life, had a divine Luſtre in them, Stamp and Excellency, 
and were Fragrant and Aromatical in the Noftrils, and precious in 
the Eyes of the Al-forming Power : But the Serpent that deceived 
man, and incorporated him into another Power, therein to think, 
{peak and a@, brought forth ansther Language, out of the Simpliz 
city of Truth, ſayouring of the Womb of its Original ; though 
plaufible, painted, eloquent, garniſhed with Colours and Orna« 
ments of Pagan Rhetorick, yet *tis Abomination to the Lord, 
Rinks in his Noſtrils, and in the Noftrils of ſuch as are truly re-borng' 
as Chriſt bore Record: Thoſe things that are highly eſteemed 
with men, are Abomination unto the Lord. * 

This is my Teftimony,that that Language which the Lord ſpeake 
in and through his Pceple, Sons and Daughters, is the only and 
heavenly Eloquence, and Rheterick, if I may fo call it; thougts 
plain, ſimple, and be accounted Rude, Clowniſh and Babbling by 
the Worldly Wiſe. | 

Afoſes brought to that Mouth that taught Adam and Eve in 
their Primitive State, ſtreamed out heavenly Eloquence, ſaying, 
My Dottrine ſhall drop asthe m_ my Speech ſhall aijtill as the Dew,

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4s the ſmall Rain upon the Wy" Herb, and as the Showers upon the 
Graſs, Deut. 32.2. Yea, and David ſtreamed out, ſaying, My 
Heart is inditing a good matter; I ſpeak of the things which 1 have 
wade touching the King;, my Tongue u the Pen of a ready Wrucer, 
Plal. 45.1. And the Lord promiſed, ſaying, / will turn to the 
People a pure Languzge, that they may call upon the Lord and ſerve 
h m with one Conſert, Zeph.3.9, This pure Language, where» 
ever tis witnefſed, is the true Eloquence. And Chriſt ſaith to 
the Church, come and coming out of the Wilderneſs, leaning up- 
on her beloved, Oh my Dove! that artin the Clefts of the Rock, in 
the ſecret places of the Stairs, let me ſee thy Countenance, let me hear 
thy Voice, for ſweet is thy Voice, and thy Conntenance 1s comely, 
Cant. 2.14. Mark, the Voice of the Church is ſweet; thouzh 
not painted with enticing Words of mans Wiſdom, nor gar .iihed 
with Pagan Rhetorical flouriſhes; *tis ſweet to Chriſt . though 
judged Rude and Babbling by worlcly Sophiſters; her Voice, her 
Prayers, her Prailes, ariſing from Divine indwellings, a live 
Cole from the heavenly Altar, as fragrant Perfumes, is lweet to 
his Noſtrils. God reſpe&s not the Arithmetick of our Prayers, 
how many they be; nor the Rhetorick-of our Prayers, how neat _ 
they be; nor the Geometry of our Prayers, how long they be; 
nor the Logick of our Pravers, how methodical they be; nor 
the Muſick of our Prayers, how melodious they be-; but his Eye 
and Regard is to the Divinity of Prayers, how Heart-ſprung they 
be, faith Trapp on 2 Cor. 12.8. 

Further, though there was a divine Excellency in Paul's Speech, 
Teaſfoned with Salt, heavenly Wiſdom, yet he faith plainly to the 
Corinthians, That he came not with excellency of Speech, nor with 
enticing words of mans Wiſdem: He came not with the frothy flou- 
xiſhes of Pagan Rhetorick ratory., nor with Enchanting 
word: of fallen Wiſdom, wiMh the fallen Mind "_ Excellency 
unto, but fallly ; but his preaching was in Demo of the 
Spirit and of Power, 1 Cor. 2, 1,4. There was a divine Excellency 
in his Speech, though called Bavblivg by worldly Sophiſters, . as 
?tis to this day, Ads 17. 17, 18. 

Thus *tis clear to every feeing Eye, what Wiſdom, and what 
Speech was juſtifi:d and contended for among the Chi:dren of Light 
in every Age and Generation, and in the Church ——_— 
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the Apoſtles, while a Virgin to Chriſt; but as the black Vail and 
foul Leproſie of Apoſtacy overſpread and disfigured the face of the 
Chriſtian Church, then heavenly Salt, true Savour, heavenly Wif- 
dom being loft within, then they entertained and magnified Hea- 
then Wiſdom without ; then Pagan Rhetorick came to be embraced 
and taught to Chriſtian Youth, Cefined to be the Art of Speaking 

finely and eloquently ; which Heathen Rhetorick, ' a Pagan, one 
# Mercury is (aid to invent or bring in, him the Heathen called, the 
Acefſenger of the God's, and God of Eloquence, Merchardize , 
Chivalry and Thievery; but Ariffotle ſaith, that one Empedecles 
was the Inventor of this Rhetorick, Pol. Yirg. lib. 1. cap.13. who as 
tis ſaid, ſtole away from his company by Night, and caſt himſelf 
into the Mouth of the burning Mountain era, that fo the Peo- 
ple not finding him, might conceive he was takenup into Heaven, . 
ſo might honour him; but his two Pattens caſt up again by the Ve- 
hemency of the Flame, betrayed his policy, and itch after honour : 
Thus they that magnifie Earthly Wiſdom, Pagan Rhetorick, may 
ſee what manner of man the Author thereof was. - 

Yet though theſe things be magnified in Pagan and Chriſtian 
Kingdoms, the Lord hath had his Witneſſes in the darkeſt of Days, 
againft Serpentine Wildom, Rhetorical flouriſhes, the Wiſdom of 
3 this World, which is Fooliſhneſs with God : I might produce a 

Cloud of Inftances.

Banquetings, which the Fooliſher ſort called Civilityz but was in- 
deed a ſecret Art to prepare them for Bendage  Adilton. And 
theſe things are too much conutenanced among the Profefſors of 
Chriſtianity ; the Simplicity of Truth, and the Language thereof 
is lighted, Man's Wiſdom, Heathen Wiſdom magnified; a purſuit 
of Roman Eloquence, through the Imitation of their Orators, Rhe» 
toricians, Poets, &c. is encouraged; and this is not without 
Pride and vain Glory. The Apoſtle, wiſe in the Wiſdom from 
_ touched this; Knowledge-puffs up, but Charity edifpes, 
Milds up. | 
The Equity of a Poor man's Cauſe is often ſtifled by that grim 
Monſter, fleſhly Wiſdom, frothy Flouriſhes ef Pagan Eloquence. 
« A Poor man (faith Trep:) complained to bis King, That ſuch a 
« Lawyer had taken his Cow from him : Iwift hear (faid the King) 
« what the Lawyer will ſaytothe matter. Nay (faith the Poor man) 
« jf you hear him ſpeak, then have I ſurely loſt my Cow indeed. 
Socrates in his Fpolegy, ſaid to his Judges, © Afy Lords, 1 krow 
G«& ot how you have been affefted with mine Accuſers Eloquence, while 
5 you heard thews ſpeak; for my own part, 1 afſare you, that 1, 
* whom it touch:th moſt, was almoſt drawn to believe all they ſaid, 
© (though againſt my ſelf) was true, when they ſcarce uttered one word 
« of Truth; Trap. Such are the Inchantments of painted Oratory, 
Pagan Rhetorical flouriſhes. Eee 
Croſs-Bearers, who in the Sclf-denyal grow up in the Wiſdom 
that is from above, ſo become Wifdom's Children, juſtifie Wiſdom; 
if cheſe Stumble, Fall, Err, Sin, they have not fo leaxaed Chriſt, 
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as to paint or cloak the fame ; ko knowing that he, he who confef 
feth and forlaketh, finds Merey, they rcejoyce in Judgment, beins 
brought forth into Victory, But fubtil Sophifters, Erring, Sin- 
ing, fo trim, deck, .dreſs, garnifh, cloak and paint their Sins and 
Errors, as that they paf. with moſt for Truth ; only Wiſdom's Chil- 
dren, honoured with a heaycnly Eye and Savour, dilcern and com= 
prchend the fame: There is an Arabick, Proverb, Errans eruditns 
errat erroreerudits ; thatis, Learned men have learned Errors. 

By what isfaid, ir appears, that the Wiſdom from above, its 
Products, divine Eloquence we own, and defire the Nations may be 
feafoned thereby : But the Wiſdom from below, introduced by the 
Serpent, Pagan Rhetgrick, E'oquence, Enticing Words of Mang 
Wiſdom, wedeny, knowing the ſame te be fooliſhneſs with God, 
and altogether unable of opening any one of the Sea!s of the ſeven

for by the like mind; yea, among fuch as profeſs Chriſtiensy ; 
but Real Chriftians are in Chrift, and ſuch as are in Chriſt are New 
Creatures, Old things are done away and ſuch Singers, and fuch 
Songs are In the fallen Spirit, Joy of this World, the which we 
deny. 

In the increaſe of this dark Kingdom came in I7n/ich,, called one 
of the ſeven Liberal Arts, defined to be the Art of Singing well, the 
Study of Poetry, of Heathen Poetry ; of this Mufick, Vocal or 
Inſtrumental, or both, ane Aphror, a Heathen, the Son of Fups- 
ter, is ſaid to be the Inventor; Plin. Lib. 7. - Others aſcribe the 
Invention thereof to one Dionyſins or Aercury, Pol. lib, 1. cap. 
14. But 7#bal, the Son of Lamach,. who lived many Generations 
before theſe, is reported by Foſephas in his firſt Book of Antiquites, 


to be affected with Muſick, and to ule the Plaltery and Harp, Pol. 


* lib. 1. cap. 14. | 
David, the fweet Pſalmiſt of 7/7ae/, in the Service of the Houſe 
of God, appointed Singers of the Zevites, inſtructed in the Songs 
of the Lord, appertaining to the Temple Worſhip, 1 Chron. 6. and 
x Chron. 25. Theſe S.ngers being arrayed in white Linney, they 
_ praiſed and gave thanks unto'the Lord, whoſe Mercy endures for- 
ever. Thete Singers arrayed in White, ſhadowed out the lively 
Members of the Evangelical Diſpenſation z A Reninant of the 
Church in S«ress wereto walk in White, Rev. 3.4. Again, Fohr 
ſaw a numberleſs Moltitade of all-Nations, Kindreds, People and 
Tongues clothed in white Robes, Rev. 7. And Fohn ſaw the Armies 
in Heaven clothed in fine Linnen, Rev. 19.

VN the Primitive Times Goſpel Miniſters were Called, Qualified 
and Impowered of and by the Lord, to flfill the Charge com-

Life of Righteouſneſs, to cre@ a ſpiritual Building, a heavenly Strus 
Are on the Rock of Ages; they affeed not Titles, nor itched af- 
ter the ſame, to gain Reputation of the Children of this Wortd; 
they had Names fuitable to the Work and Office they were con- 

cerned in, as Apoſtles, Prophets, Evangelifts, Paſtors, Teachers, 
and laboured together for the ;Perfeing of the Saints; Batchelors 
of Arts, Mafter of Arts were not heard of among them; Heathen 
Learning and Arts, the Wiſdom of this World, they bore lively 
Teftimony againſt: But the divineCall being loft,through the Ipgrets 
of the Apoſtacy, then they entertained Heathen Learning, and Hea- 
then Arts, to qualific thera for the Work of the Miniſtry ; then aroſe 
an inſatiable itch after Titles, to gain Honour, Reputation and 
Reverence among ſuch as are under the delufion of Antichriſt: Di- 
vers Degrees and Titles are conferred, according to their ſtanding 
Batchelor of Artin ſuch a time, Maſter of Arts inſucha time, &c. 
When Univerſity Students have got a Degreein the Arts, then they 
have a Gownand a Cap, for the fign of it ; -and the Name Batche- 
lor of Arts, in Latin Baccelaurius, which implies as much as Laxrel 
Berries; Why ſo? The Pagan Rowansaccounted Heathen Apolls 
their God of Wifdom, and they dedicated the Laurell Tree to him, 
and ſuch as were judged deſerving, they became Laxrears, that is, 
were crowned with; or did wear Garlands of Laurcll, in token of 
Honour and Glory : Poets tel] us much of thele things.

T* the firſt Prieſthood Aaron and his Sons had Garments aſſigned 
them, in which they were to execute their Office, and the De- 
nyal thereof, in that Typical Diſpenſation, had been a Tranſgreſhon 
thoſe their Garments were a Shadow of ſome-what to come : Now 
Chriſt, the End of the firſt Priefthood, of its Appurtenances, of 
the Law, he put an End to the diftin&t Aaronical Robes, as to the 
reſt of the Typical and Tranſient Shadows of that Miniſtration. 
When Chrift fent out his Diſciples » Apoſtles, he taught them not 
to have recourſe to Aaron's Robes, nor any Imitation thereof, nor 
that their Garments ſhould be of one Colour ; their Eye was heaven- 
ward, for the Garment of Salvation, white Linnen : Whar's that ? 
The Righteouſneſs of Saints; and in this white Linnen, Righteouf= 
neſs of Saints, the Evangelical Royal Priefthood, was and is clothed, 
without refpe& to diſtin Habits; or toany, but what is common, 
' ordinary, decent and plain; and who miniſter without this white 
Linnen, Righteouſneſs. of. Saints, and place Religion in Diftin&t 
Robes and Colours without, ſuch are falſe Witneſſes, made by the 
Will of Man, run Unſent. | 
. Polidor Virgil ſeconds. this Teſtimony, ſaying, © In the Begin- 
-« ning of the Chriſtian Religion, Miniſters being about their holy 
« Performance unto the Lord, ; put, nothing on, but as at other 
'C times: They endeavourcd rather to clothe themſelves inwardly, 
«with the Virtues of the Mind, and to put off the Vices of

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«the Body. than to put on new Garments. ' Pol, Virg, Lib.6.

And while the Woman was clothed with the Sun, while the Moon 
was under her Feet, while the Chriſtian. Church was a Virgir-to 
' Chriſt, and while her Miniftcrs were Stars in Heaven, - the Care 
and Regard was for the Robe of Righteouſneſs; no jangling about 
Robes without, but the living Concern was to beget many to the 
Lord, to know Eſtabliſhment in the Word of his Grace: Of ſuch 
Miniſters *tis truly faid, 


Even 4s the Heart hath not «a Moments Reſt, 
But Night and Day moves in our panting Breaſt ; . 
That by his Breathing it may ſtill Impart 
The lively Spirits about to every Part. 
Ss thoſe, to whom God doth his Flock Betake, 
 Ouzht always Study, always Work: and Wake

Now, when this white Linnen, . Righteouſneſs of Saints, Sun's 
Clothing, the inward Ornament and Garment of the Evangelical 
Miniftry, Paſtors, Teachers, Prophets, Deacons, Elders, Biſhops 
(through the Keaming in of Apoſtatical Smoke, Ignorance,” Dark- 


neſs, Hereſic, Traditions, Serpentine Wiſdom). was loſt within; 
"then they began to jangle about Garments without z and rhat zone

Reverence and Honour, and as 3 Badge $0 diftingviſh them by, 
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it was enjoyned by Ecclefiaſtical Canons and Conſtitutions, what 


manner of Robes all Maſters and Fellows of Colledges and Hall, 
all Students of both Univerſities, Miniſters, Arch-Deacons, Pre- 
bendaries-in Cathedral and Collegiate Churches, Deans, Batche- 
lors of Arts, Mafters of Arts, Batchelors in Divinity, Do&ors in 
Divinity, Biſhops, Arch-Biſhops, ſhould wear; and if any con- 
formed not thereto, What followed? A Thunderbolt of Excom- 

mucation, Suſpenſion, &c. 

Tertulien, an Antient and Learned Latin Father, a Philoſopher, 
being convinced -of the Truth of Chriſtianity, he laid away his 
Gown, grown in faſhion by the Romans having Dominion, whoſe 
Garbe it was; and took upon him the ulual Country Habit; for 
which he was derided, as many are now, for not conforming to 
the World. Tertul. de palio. 

" In Tertulliar's time”: every one that was made-Presbyter did re- 
nounce his Gown, which was the Roman Veſtment; and the Cler- 
gy -and Laity' in the end came to be both alike Habited ; but not- 
withſtanding 'the Example of the primitive Church, wherein the 


Minifters, Stars in Heaven, were redeemed from the Pomp, Pride ' 


and Faſhions ofthe World, and were no way diſtinguiſhed from 
other men, by their Veſtures;z and notwithftanding the PraQice of 
Tertullian's Time, yet Pope Pius the fourth commanded, that the 
Clergy fhould be clad in Gowns, and inthe Habit peculiar unto 
them; Oruph. in vita ejuws., Thus the Gown. ( invented by the 
Greeks, from their Example entertained by the Lydians, and from 
the Lydians paſſed to the Rowans) came to be the Habit of the 
Clergy, by the Popes Authority, - and others after. And how this 
is obſerved, every reſpetive Pariſh, and Colledge Students give 
pregnant Evidence. Tertwl. de pallio, Pol. Virg. lib, 3. cap.6.

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CAP. XII. 
Of the Garments of the Clergy being of one Colour, 
of their Black Attire. 


Ukr inthe third Book of his Eccleſiaſtical Hiftory faith, That 
about the Year 1107. it was ordained, that the Garments of 
+ Clergy- 
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Clersy-men ſhould be of one Colour : fo that that Cuftom is of no- . 
great Antiquity. Black Colour hath been fo reverenced,  account- 
cd fo peculiar to the Clergy, that in late Years it cauſed Admira« 
tion if any other Colour. preſumed to preach, as if the Miniſtry 
of the Goſpel were entailed on that Colour z but the Lordis open- 
ins the Eyes of Thouſands to ſee the Folly, Emptineſs and Frothi-: 
neſ; of ſuch Conceits: The Habits of Black Gowns and Black Coats 
have been borrowed {rom Rowe, or from the Idolatrous Chemarime. 
1 (faith the Lord) will cut off the Remnant of Baal fromthis place, 
and the Names of the Chemarims, , by Interpretation, Black: Coats, 
as profound Hevraicians ſay, Zeph. 1.4. TJunius and: T remelina On 
this Scripture give thisVerfion, Aomen Atratorum cuw ſacerdotibus ; 
that is, the Name of Black-Coats, with the Priefts : Hoſea pro- 
pheſied againft them; 7oſiah, by Interpretation, The Fire of the 
Lord, ſepprefſed them; and Chriſt, the heavenly. Zofoah, is at work 
to make a Reformation. in the Earth, to burn up Wood, Hay and. 
Stubble, the Inventions of men.. Ferom, a Learned Man, a Reverend 
Father in the Church, about the Year 384. bad Nepotian, being,to - - 
enter into the Clergy,Fo avoid Black. Attire. And « Biſhop was con- 3 

2mned by the Council of Garngre, for introducing the Faſhion of 
Long Sad Coloured Cloaks,. which that Aﬀeinbly had condemned, 
az unbeſeeming the Prieſthood; Tertul.de pallio, with the Notes of 
Salmafins. .

Of the Pall, 


He Pall was an Epiſcopal Veſtment coming over the Shoulders; 
made of Sheep Skin,- in Memorial of him that ſought the 
ſtray Sheep, and having found. the ſame, laid it on his Shoulders, 
wrought and embreidred with Crofles ; it was ordained by Gregory 
the great, a Pope, That the Metropel+tan Dignity, with the honour 
of the Pall, ſhould be at London ; yet for the honour of Auguſtin, 
called,  Apoſtolus Anglorum, that is, The Apoſtle of the Engliſh; 
'twas- 
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*twas tranſlated to Canterbury, The Reman Poet Yeygil mentions 
the Pall, e£=. lib. 1. For the Ground of it is from the Pagan Ro- 
mans: I have not read of it cither in the Moſaical or Evangelical 
Diſpenſations. 1 I wwe ty 4d 
 Apoftatized Chriſtian-Rowan;s derive many Dod@trines:and-Ce- 
remonies from.the old Pagans; or thereinfymbolize with them; and 
many things as Mire and Clay ticks and cleaves to ſuch as would 
þe accounted high ſharers-in Reformation.

Now, as the Apoſtacy prevailed, the fine Linnen, Righteouſneſs *

Gentilize;” inImitation:of Aaron's Linnen, : or of the Papan Prieſts, 
to introduce theſe Surplices. Arne. 796. Pope Adrian the firſt, in 
his Time was a Council held at Frankford, in which it was decreed, 
That whoſoever did any Service in the Church he ſhould perform it in 
Surplice;, yea, the very Sexton. | 

The Priefts of Egypr put on White Robes in their Idolatrous 
Worſhip, ſo were called Linigers; yea, and the Ethnick Romans 
obſerved the Feaſt of Ceres in White Apparel: Ovid, a Compiler 
of their Antiquities ſpeaks thereof. Faſt. Lib. 4.
